Parenthetically, what the public thinks was made 
evident at the polls last November, which Is where the 
politicians get their information. Union leaders, look­ 
ing at the same evidence, however, saw something else 
They thought the politicians were kidding.

In only throe of 48 states did both United States 
senators vole against the modified union regulation 
bill.

The halting of a lynching at Hurtsboro, Ala., by a 
courageous mayor, a councilman and a former mayor, 
shows that the lynching problem Isn’t beyond local 
solution if the South wills It.

The Mig hty Meter 
Adoption of the metric system by the International 
Aviation Organization means that, except in the Unit­ 
ed States, Great Britain and Mexico, aviators will ex­ 
press speeds, weights and distances In metric terms. 
This is an especially bitter blow to American instru­ 
ment makers, who now will have to maintain two sys­ 
tems of calibration. 
The metric system is used by the majority of the 
world's peoples. It Is far simpler than English weights 
and measures, as anyone knows who has studied phy­ 
sics or chemistry Advocates say it would reduce by 20 
percent the time spent on mathematics. The English 
system Is a hit-or-miss collection built up through the 
centuries, and rare Is the American who knows all Its 
minims, grains, pecks, stones, cords, fathoms, penny­ 
weights. scruples, furlongs, hands, rods and poles. 
There arc many places on the scale where the Eng­ 
lish system approximates metric measurements. If the 
English pound were increased by 10 percent, it would 
bo one-half kilogram; a mile is about the same as 1.500 
meters; a metric ton and a long ton are the same. 2.- 
200 pounds, and the meter is only 3.9 7 inches longer 
than a yard 
Superficially, it would not seem too complex a task 
to change over to the metric system but actually it 
would be very complicated and confusing. As with cal­ 
endar reform, there are powerful arguments for the 
metric system, but they are not likely to change the 
product of centuries of use,

CAMPAIGN OPENS 


All male citizens 
between 
the 
ages of 17 and 40, as well as all 
veterans of World war II, are eli- 
i gible for enrollment in the in- 
1 active Naval Reserve under liber­ 
alized rules released by the Navy 
department. 
Previously civilians between the 
ages of 18’.- and 30 were not eli­ 
gible for the Naval Reserve because 
of their being subject to draft regis­ 
tration. 
Under the inactive Naval Reserve 
program, enrollees retain their ci­ 
vilian statas and may withdraw at 
any time. But, if they wish, they 
may participate in reserve training 
programs and annual cruises aboard 
modern men-of-war 
Naval veterans retain their pre­ 
vious rate, while some specialized 
army and marine personnel also 
may transfer to the naval reserve 
at their corresponding 
army 
or 
marine rate. Veterans enrolling are 
not required to take a physical ex­ 
amination and accumulate longev­ 
ity while a member of the Naval 
Reserve.

WASHINGTON, June 13 -Where 
do we go from hone? 
Since World war II this country 
has shoveled out more than $15,- 
000.OOO .OOO in civilian relief. 
Mast of it—like loans, food, cloth­ 
ing—has gone to European coun­ 
tries. Ifs been sent pieee-meal. to 
plug a hole here, fill a need there 
And the countries of Europe still 
are in bad shape.

It didn't stare or stop the Com­ 
munists. Blocked, although maybe 
only temporarily, in Greece, they 
took over Hungary last week. Where 
next? 
The Communists are powerful in 
Fiance and Italy. If these coun­ 
tries were to go Communist, the 
pressure on smaller nations to do 
likewise would be terrific,

W hat to do? 
Does this country go on dishing 
out help plece-meal to European 
nations Which may take it and 
then go Communist anyway? 
Congress seems in no mood for 
that. There was plenty of opposi­ 
tion in congress this session against 
handing out more European relief. 
Now Secretary of State Marshall 
has a plan—or perhaps it’s only 
I proposal. Briefly, ifs this: 
The European countries should 
ret. together and figure out a pro 
gram of their needs if they want 
•ontinued American 
help. 
This would mean a cooperative cf 
fort to get on their feet, yet, Euro 
pean countries in all their histor;

This writer inquired at the state 
but could get no “yes” answer. So 
it this moment Marshall’s pro 
posal seems a pretty vague thing 
It didn t spring suddenly out of 
his head. There’s been talk lier 
for weeks th at some organized re 
ief and reconstruction plan for 
Europe is needed. 
<On May 20 Henry Wallace who’s 
been opposing President Trum an’; 
oolicy, suggested we start a 10-year 
reconstruction program on a big 
scale for needy nations. 
'On May 21 Harold E Stassen 
w ho’.-, seeking the Republican presi 
dential nomination, also suggests 
a big 10-year reconstruction pro 
gram.) 
Such a reconstruction program 
and it would mean a thought-out 
organized program—would Cost bil 
lions of dollars. 
Congress, balking now qi piece 
meal help to Europe, might go for 
a thought-out program of recon 
struction. Maybe. 
But, in return for such help 
would congress wai^t promise from 
the countries which received it? 
For example: 
Promises by them that they’d do 
things the way this country wants 
them done.

We're taking an active hand in 
Greek affairs.
